No Charge for Alterations 
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Let’s Grant Cities 
At Least This Sop 


While by no means answering the 
problem of the state’s changing economy 
and population pattern, approval by the 
House Ways and Means Committee of a 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
permit the state to give financial aid to 
cities and small towns marks first ad- 
mission by the General Assembly that 
an urban problem exists, 


Because of the revolution in agricul- 
ture, accompanied by a huge industrial 
movement of equal import, urban popu- 
lations and urban governments have 
grown all out of proportion to the consid- 
eration they receive from state govern- 
ment. While counties understandably oc- 
cupied a major position under an econ- 


omy primarily geared to agriculture, that | 


no longer is the case. 


These urban governments, surrounded 


in many cases by suburban areas requir- 
ing urban services, have been squeezed 
tighter and tighter to find tax funds and 
tax sources to meet demands upon them, 
While the state continues to collect more 
taxes—the majority from urban popula- 
tions—there has not been a proportionate 
increase in state services to those areas. 

The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment will not necessarily mean the cur- 
rent discrepancies will be corrected. It 
would open the way, however, for po- 
litical action to be taken in line with the 
changing economic and social patterns of 
the state. 

We believe, along with Rep. Charles 
Gowen, that the people of Georgia are 
aware of the problem of our cities and 
would be willing to go along with just 
measures to relieve them. The General 
Assembly should give them the chance.

Police Burglary Scandal 
Is Another Warning 


The police department burglary scan- 
dal, now involving at least eight officers, 
deserves the full airing it is. receiving 
by the grand jury, by the Aldermanic Po- 
lice Committee and by the department 
itself, 

In view of disclosures to date, one 
cannot help wondering if it is a symptom 
of more than the mere facts of the bur- 
glaries themselves, Certainly the shock- 
ing admission by a police lieutenant that 
he failed to report facts concerning al- 
leged stolen goods in order to protect the 
department is indicative of an alarming 
state of morale. 

The lieutenant’s conduct cannot be ex- 
cused with any amount of rationalizing, 
Condoning law violations by those hired 
to uphold the law either directly or 
covertly by superiors eventually could 
lead only to complete demoralization of 
the entire force. Even Chief Jenkins can- 
not justify guch actions as well-inten- 
tioned. 

The scandal is a symptom of the need 
to upgrade the police department's pro- 
fessional standards in line with law en- 
forcement requirements of a metropolitan 
community. Recent salary increases are 
the first step. The job of being a police- 
man should be professional, with pay 
scales and working conditions > which 
would minimize temptation. 

Again it should be pointed out that 
only a very few of the total force is in- 
volved. It is regrettable that the incident 
will reflect upon the others as well. It 
is to the credit of policemen themselves, 
including a rookie patrolman, that they 
took the initiative in breaking the case. 


Studies made of the police department. 


during the last two years resulted in cer- 
tain recommendations, few of which have 
been put into effect because of the neces- 
sity for economies. But eventually the 
community must accept its responsibility 
of underwriting modernization of the de- 
partment if such occurrences as this are 


to be prevented.

Regular departments of govern- 
ment are quite capable of enforcing any 
federal laws. 

Legislation of an inflammatory nature, 
with little or no chance of passage, often 
is introduced for political reasons. The 
President was quite right in saying this 
does more harm than good. 

Following his press conference yes- 
terday at which this statement was made, 
the President took off for Thomasville, 
where he will spend several days at the 
plantation home of former Secretary of 
the Treasury George Humphrey. We join 
in welcoming him to Georgia and hope 
he finds the quail shooting the best ever.

Municipal housing authorities 
would be able to provide dormi- 
tory-type housing for units of the 
University System of Georgia un- 
der a bill offered Wednesday by 
Cobb County Rep.

Approval of the measure, Will- 
ingham said, will allow the Mar- 
jetta Housing Authority to pro- 
vide new dormitories for South- 
erh Technical Institute, which the 
state has transferred to Marietta 
frém Chamblee.

“make dormitories available to 
Sotthern Tech” students and was 
planning to convert existing fam- 
ily-type units to student use.

Besides promoting industry, the 
GIDA would be charged with: 


1. Assuring the financial solven- 
cy of the various retirement pro- 
grams.

Hotel Here Sued 
In Slaying of 


Diamond Dealer 


Mrs. Fabius Frankel Wednes- 
day filed a $200,000 damage suit 
against the management of an 
Atlanta hotel where her husband, 
a 69-year-old New York diamond 
merchant, was mysteriously slain. 


Frankel, on a sales trip, was 
found tied to a chair and fatally 
beaten dt the Georgia Hotel on 
Luckie street, Nov. 16, 1957. His 
murder has never been solved, 
although rewards totaling $105,000 
have been posted. 


His widow alleged that the ho- 
tel management, Georgian Enter- 
prises, Inc., was negligent in that 
the robbers and murderers were 
able to obtain a pass key to the 
room and that employes noticed 


failed to report them. 


The suit said Frankel at the 
time of his death was capable of 
earning at least $25,000 a year as 
a diamond dealer and cutter.

More Piggies Are Going 


To the Market This Year

“This little piggy went to 
market; this little piggy stayed 
home.” But all in all the pig- 
gies have been going more 
this year than staying. Current 
pork marketings are from the 


fall pig crop which is estimat- - 


ed to be about 17 per cent larg- 
er than a year ago. 


All cuts of fresh pork offer 
good values. More attractive 
prices are on pork loins (whole 
or half), bacon and sausage, 
reports Mrs. Betty Alexander, 
extension consumer information 
specialist. Also many stores 
are featuring other pork cuts as 
specials. 


Most beef cuts are expected 
to continue at about present 
price levels during the next 
few weeks. Chuck roast and 
round steak represent the bet- 


ter choices in beef cuts in most 
of the markets. Lamb prices 
are steady. 


Eggs are likely to be offered 
at special prices the next week 
or two. Large size eggs remain 
the best values, being only 5 
cents higher than medium-sized 
ones. There is very little 
change in the broiler-fryer price 
picture. 


TURKEY ABUNDANT 


Supplies of turkeys through 
May are expected to be up by 
as much as 50 per cent for the 
same period last year. This 
does not mean to shppers that 
these turkeys will be selling at 
rock bottom prices, this does 
mean that supplies are abun- 


dant, and, because of the good 
supply, they will likely cost 
less as compared to what you 
have been paying. 


High quality celery, wearing 
cheap price tags, is coming to 
the market. Cabbage is down 
in price this week and quality 
is good. Green and pole beans 
are retarded by the recent 
frost in Florida with increase 
in “price expected this week. 
Next week things may level 
off. 


Cucumbers, corn and peppers 
are holding at last week's 
prices, with rain and weather 
conditions causing low produc- 
tion. Tomatoes are down in 
price from last week, and qual- 
ity is improved. Yellow Span- 
ish onions rate as bargains 
while white onions and the Ital- 
ian onions have advanced in 
price. Greens rate as budget 
buys, along with potatoes, both 
Irish and sweet. Consider can- 
ned peas as an economical 
main dish. 

CITRUS PLENTIFUL 


Three things make grapefruits 
and oranges an outstanding 
value on the market. They are 
good eating quality, plentiful 
supplies and attractive prices. 
Temple and Navel oranges are 
the leading varieties on the 
market now. Tangerines and 


tangelos are about gone. 


Avocados are top values in 
many of the markets—quality is 
extremely good. Anjou pears 
are reasonably priced. in stores, 
and banana quality is excellent 


with prices at last week's level. 


Apples (winesaps, Romes, de- 
licious) continue to present good 
values in bulk or bags. Be sure 
to store apples in the refrigera- 
tor to hold quality at home. 


A billion or more cans of peas 
is a super-abundant supply! 
That’s what we have for 1959. 
So, it’s a good time to include 
peas in your menu and stock 
your pantry shelf with canned 
peas, for processors and food 
stores are offering specials. 


When you choose canned peas, 
check can size. Green peas are 
most often purchased in cans 
containing one pound of peas or 


the No. 303 can containing 2 
cups or 4 %-cup servings. A 
smaller popular size is an 812- 
oz. can containing 1 cup or 3 
%-cup servings. 


The label on the can may 
tell you size—tiny, small, me- 
dium or large. If peas are not 
graded for size, the label should 
say blended or field-run. 


Canned peas are of two types: 
Early peas or early maturing or 
smooth-skin varieties. Sweet 
peas or sugar peas of later ma- 
turing, wrinkled varieties which 
have a natural sweet flavor. 


Fresh and canned cooked 
peas make significant contribu- 
tions to the nutritive level of our 
diets, because we eat them fre- 
quently. From one-half cup of 
peas you get good percentages 
of recommended daily allow- 
ances of calcium, iron, thia- 
mine, vitamin A and vitamin C. 
The food value of peas is influ- 
enced by growing conditions, 
storage and methods of prepara- 
tion. To retain the full food val- 
ue of canned peas, cook quickly 
and use the liquid. 


Perhaps you may like to try 
peas seasoned with one of these: 
chopped mint, minced parsley, 
seasoned salt, onion salt, orega- 
no, basil, thyme or savory.

Ragweed is the most common 
offender. A ragweed plant pro 
duces a billion pollen grains to 
be blown through the air and into 
the noses and mouths of humans. 
In individuals who are allergic, 
these foreign bodies are not dis- 
posed of in the usual way. Instead 
of this normal calm process, the 
defense is so active that severe 
symptoms occur, and this is an 
allergic reaction. 


The ragweed plant is te be 
blamed for about 95 per cent of 


ragweed pollens are rampant 
from August to the first frost. 
Tree pollens and grasses may 
cause trouble from mid-March to 
June. In other parts of the coun- 
try the trouble seasons vary. 


This very unpleasant disease af- 
fects about 10 per cent of the 
population. If bronchial asthma 
is a complication, as it sometimes 
is, there is a certain mortality. 
It is to prevent this serious deve- 
lopment of asthma, as well as to 
relieve the sneezer and the nose- 
blower, that measures should be 
and are being taken to prevent the 
disease. Then, too, when the nasal 
passages and throat are irritated, 
they become more susceptible to 
infection. 


The symptoms are attacks of 
sneezing — sometimes exhausting 
attacks—stuffiness of the nose and 
burning and itching of mouth and 
nose, all of which may be only 
slightly incapacitating. But these 
same symptoms may be so severe 
as to interfere with sleep and ap- 


In the affected 10 per cent of 
the population there is an appre- 
ciable loss of time and efficiency. 


The logical way to go about 
prevention is, of course, to de- 
stroy the ragweed. Spraying 
with a chemical called 2,4-D 
seems to be the answer to the 
destruction of the ragweed. 
When it is done by experienced 
applicators, it does no harm to 
other vegetation or insects. This 
gets at most of the basic cause 
of this scourge. 


If you have already developed 
the symptoms, much can be done 
to give you comfort. To prevent 
trouble, injections of pollen ex- 
tract can be given to desensitize 
you or build up your resistance, 
either before the season begins or 
during an attack. 


There's hope then for you un- 
happy. hay fever victims! Either 
at the source of your trouble by 
the destruction of those minute 
pollen cells or before the attack 
by giving you the fighting front 
to deal with them, you will at long 
last get relief !

Everybody’s having babies and 
pretty soon the big disease killers will be licked—just like pneu- 
monia. I guess in a few years the government will be paying 
incentives for increasing farm production—not shelling out money 
to keep it down.
